"SHE WAR IN THE SOUDAN. 


LONDON, Jan. 29.—Intelligence was re- 


ceived at the War Office at eleven o'clock 
yesterday that General Stewart's force is in- 
trenched south of Meteumeh. The dispatch 
also gives the gratifying information that 
General Stewart is in communication with 
General Gordon. Stewart's force had sev- 
eral fights with the Arab rebels before it 
reached Metemneh, Stewart himself being 
badly wounded. Five of the Mehdi's emira 
were killed in the fights. 


Stewart's wound, while not fatal, Is so 


serious that he will be disabled for the re- 
mainder of;.the -present campaign. 
Gen- 


eral Wolseley considers the deprivation of 
his services a National loss. He character- 
izes General Stewart as the ablest soldier 
and most dashing commander he ever 
knew, and recommends him to tlie Queen's 
most favorable consideration. 


There is intense anxiety as to the nature 


of General Stewart's wound, and the pros- 
pects of his recovery. 
The Queen last 


night sent a dispatch to the war otlice, in 
which she expresses her personal sympathy 
with General Stewart, and th.inks him and 
his troops for their con.spicuous bravery. 
This dispatch has been ordered to be traus- 
mitte 1 to General Stewart with all possible 
speed and to be published ollicially this 
morning, lie has been promoted to the 
rank of Major-General.

Royal Artillery battery, 40 men: 30 lioyal 
engineers; 50 men of the Naval Brigade, 
the Koyal Sussex Regiment, B20 strong; SO 
men of tl.e Sussex Regiment; 30 men of 
the transport corps, and as many of the 
medical staff corps. 


The total British loss, including tlie loss 


at Abu-Klea, was 104 killed and lit) 
wounded. The enemy's loss was 3,000 
killed and wounded.

throughout all the engagements have been 
well handled. It is stated that two Euro- 
peans are among them, which may explain 
tlie fact. A female prisoner states that the 
British tire decimated the enemy, who seem 
determined to remain inside Metemneh.

Reports from all over tha territory say 


that tbe cattle are suffering greatly, both 
natives and pilgrims, and tLat it is feared a 
run over the ranges will show heavy losses, 
in the northwest, near Fort Bonton, the 
fcnow is very deep and the weather very 
cold, so that the cattle cannot find sufficient 
nourishment trom the scant grazing, and are 
therefore suffering accordingly. Near Mis- 
!>uula, west of the Bocky mountains, and also 
in northern Idaho, the snow is said to be 
from five to six feet deep, and the cattle are 
coming in from the prairies, driven in by 
the protracted blizzard WLich is sweeping 
over that section of country. In the south- 
west, near Bozeman, in Madison, Beaver 
Head, and Gallatin counties, the same state 
of affairs exists, and the suffering has ex- 
tended to the bands of sheep as well as to 
the cattle herds. In the Musselshell district 
cuttle matters have a rather gloomy ap- 
pearance. 


Late in the fall many roving bands of In- 


dians—Pieguns, Crows and Blackfeet—in 
their numerous 
marauding 
expeditions 


a,;amst each other, stealing horses from the 
whites, and running off stock whenever an 
opportunity offered, maliciously set the prai- 
rie on fire and burnt off the grass. The Mus- 
bolhhell country was particularly unfortu- 
nate in this respect, as directly through il 
lay the roadway over which the Piegans 
cama south to raid the Crows, and over 
^ hich the Crows traveled north to get back 
at the Piegans. In consequence of these fre- 
quent expeditions a great deal of fine 
grazing country was burned over, anc 
now the cattlemen of that section feel the 
effects of that calamity. The last great 
fire in the Sweet Grass hills burned a trad 
of country thirty-five miles in width and 
twice as long, consuming a number of hay- 
stacks put up by the ranchmen for winter's 
U'.e. Cowboys have been going over the 
turned dibtrict and the country adjacent 
thereto gathering the cattle and driving 
them to the foothills and sheltered places, 
where they will fare much better than or 
the open prairie while the extreme cold 
weather lasts. 


All along the Northern Pacific railroad in 


Montana and Idaho the cattle are congre 
gated near the track looking for shelter, anc 
not seeming to relish the deep snow of the 
open pi ame, where blizzards are sweeping 
with Mich 
tremendous force. The 
poor 


creatures arc actually frightened, and don't 
know what to do with themselves. They 
got under the bridges, or in the ditches on 
tiie -iJes of the track, or gather in knots and 
bunches m tho willows near streams, and 
don't seem to care to graze. The native cattle 
appear to fare badly also, but thegreatastauf 
ftnng is among the new cattle, wuo know not 
what to do for water. 
The acclimated stock 


will take great mouthfuls of MIUW when 
water is not to be h:id, and in this way man 
age to allay their thirst to some extent, bul 
the pilgrim-, have not yet learned that art, 
anil are therefore suffering in consequence 
Tho streams and creeks are frozen «3 hard 
that they aro no longer useful for watering 
places. A^ a freight tram on the Northern 
Pauihc railruml was nearing btil] water (ft 
toivu in tha western part uf the Yellow- 
stone valley) the engineer discovered tbe 
track ahead of him completely blocked by 
t-iittle. Before the train could be stopped it 
ru-hal pclJ-inell into tho very miJstof the 
animals, anil plowed them from the rails 
right and left. 
A heavy snow-plow was in 


f nint of the engine, and it crushed f ui* 
k llmg th in outright. 
Fourteen 
others 


were damaged mm o or le-s by the time tho 
train camj to a standstill, and yet the res' 
wuiiM not move. 
Tho triuti men then go' 


down and drove the animals off, ilearing 
the track w i t h great trouble. They seemec 
perfectly Wild with cold arid fear, and sev 
eral of them attacked the train men. caus 
ing the lat:er to fly tothe nearest protection 


Near ilibs City a curious spectacle is to 


to seen. The whole valley on all sides o: 
t'ie town is filled with cattle that have come 
in fi om the range to escape the cold. Among 
the short, stubby rose-bushes that grow 
along the banks of tbe Yellowstone and 
Tongue river is a tea of Heads, belonging to 
the astonished animals tbat are seeking 
what protection the scant shrubbery affords. 
Even in tho streets of the town great droves 


' | o: cattle meander back and forth, as the tal 


houses on either aide have the appearance, if 
not the reality, of conveying warmth. 
The 


weather in the city must be at least 10 or 15 
degree^ warmer than out on the prairies, 
and no doubt the cattle feel the difference 
and will hong around until it moderates 
sufficient to allow a return to the regular 
grazing grounds'. But there is a grea deal 
oi suffering among them for food, for there 
is nut enough iu the town nor iu the valley 
surrouudJeg it to make even one square niea 
for the-rmmense drove o£ animals now con- 
gregated hereabouts. 


A uumber of cattle, among which were 


•omo pilgrims, Heut out on the ice of the 
Yellowstone river opposite town to drink at 
one of the water-holes cut in tue ice for tile 
purpose of supplying the town. The old rust- 


| lers went at the thing in the right way, and 


quenched thair thirst without any difficulty, 
but tbe newcomers, the Texans, to whom il 
was a new experience, were not so fortunate 
ou their side, and forty-five ol them fell into 
the aperture, one after another, and were 
Mvept unddr the ice and drowned. Scores oJ 
others that fell in but managed to get out in 
feonio way, wi.ro so badly moistened with tho 
ccild water that they froye to death shortly 
ult'rward. 
Numberless bodies aro lying 


along the rivtr bank, farther up stream, 
frozen ttilf, having evidently ccme to their 
d'.'ath? iu this way. 
Cattlemen are taking 


tae matter in hand, and cowboys tave been 
detailed to pati ol alon^ the nvor opposite 
these dangerous places, in order to prevent 
like accidents. 


'the cold weather appears to have brought 


myiiarls of coyotes and prairie wolves trum 
somewhere, as thu whole territory is literally 
alive with them. These scavengers formerly 
followeJ in the wake of the mighty b /(Talc 
herds that once filled the plains ol Montana, 
but now that they have retuniea it must b« 
that no more buffalo are to be found, and thfc 
cattle are• to supply their place. 
Th«se 


miserable brutes are committing great rav- 
ages on doine-Vc cattle, particularly the 
calves Tiie latter are weak, tender, and 
stunted with cold, and can not keep up with 
their stronger p treuts. The coyote, watch 
these calves, and it one becomes tirod and 
lays down in the snow to rest he is sure to be 
set upon by a score of ravenous wolves and 
torn to pieces. The county authorities find 
they are compelle 1 at last to give their nt> 
tention to the growing evil, and they are 
th refore offering tree strychnine to all whu 
will use it in the oxtermination ot those 
pests. Ai there is a bounty ofl'ere I for every 
woll killed, al o a ready market nitliin the 
territory f«.r the skins, many of the cowboy 
aie entering int * the business of woll-pois in 
ing. wnicn } leUU tnom a handsome large

Nevada is a deserted mining camp which 


has two United States senators and one con- 
gressman. Its ups and downs have coin- 
cided with the ups and downs of its mines. 
When they yielded well its towns have beeo 
full, its business houses prosperous, and its 
people 
comparatively 
numerous, 
When 


they have produced little or nothing it has 
gone into the dumjis, as it now is, and 
everything that has pertained to it has put 
on sackcloth and ashes, and awaited the 
next strike. 


If Nevada la ever called upon to decide a 


presidential election for this country, tha 
beauty of the creation of such states will ba 
apparent to the dullest observer. In thu 
last campaign, if Indiana and Connecticut 
had voted for Maine, and if Cleveland had 
carried the southern states and New Jersey 
and New York, Nevada would have hod the 
deciding vote. It could have named tha 
president 
The people here expect some day 


that such a situation will arise, that it will 
be discounted before election, and that the 
struggle which will take place for the 
supremacy here will pay better than a 
bonanza. There are now only 13,000 votei 
in the ttate, a decrease of 5,000 since the 
last presidential election. If no morf1 big 
silver discoveries are made, 1S88 will find it 
»ith a population still further reduced. 


The conditions which obtain in Nevada are 


such as cannot be found elsewhere in Amer- 
ica. 
Everything depends upon the mining 


industry. One of the largest states in tha 
Union in a territorial sense, tha few people 
who live in it are gathered together in the 
mining camps, end save for one or two fer- 
tile valleys, the entire .state is a wilderness, 
deet nsd to remain such forever. 
Silver 


must be found here or nobody will live here. 
As it is idle to expect that the precious 
metal will always ba produced in paying 
quantities, it is plain that tha time must 
some time conie when Nevada, as a state, 
will be even more of a whited sepulcber than 
it nnw is. It maintains its present preten- 
sions only because the various mining com- 
panies are continually prospecting, and there 
is a bare chance that some of them may 
make a strike of sufficient magnitude to put- 
things on their feet once again. 


This is not the first time that Nevada has 


been in the slough of despond, or that it 
has been predicted that the Comstock was 
pluyod out. During the Hale & Norcross 
and Gould & Curry excitements, from 1SU3 
to 18fj5, the state filled up with miners and 
adventurers to the number of 10,030 or more. 
As the mines showed signs of cxhau&tion, 
th?re was a stampede, and not more than 
•5,0 :0 people remame L Houses were moved 
away or Lurne 1 do«-n, and men Fold what 
they could not move for a son:*. 
The next 


givat boom occurred when Jones, the pros- 
cat seimtir, unearthed the Crown Point 
mine. Jono^ was foreman of tho Gould & 
Curry mine, and foasulering the prospects 
gojU below that property, toward Gold Hill, 
lie located a claim which he called the 
Crowii Point He got capital only w,th the 
^reatejt difficulty, and from the first he 
met and overcame financial obstacles which
